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County to upgrade document technology

Crawford County residents will 
be able to research personal and 
property records once technological 
upgrades are made later this year. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, at its regular 
monthly meeting in December, 
agreed to fund $69,500 for 
upgrades for computer and software 
upgrades for the Crawford County 
Clerk and Register of Deeds 
Offices. 

Crawford County Clerk/Register 
of Deeds Sandra Moore said the 
equipment was last upgraded in 
2004.

“T was at my maximum capacity,” 
Moore said. “The upgrades just 
gives us greater enhancement capa- 
bilities.” 

The software and website tech- 
nology will allow people to 
research vital records such as birth 
certificates, death certificates, mar- 
riage certificates and court records 
from their homes and offices. 

Safeguards will be in place to 
ensure that no personal information 
is compromised, Moore stressed. 

“There are various enhancements 
within the program to make sure it 
is fraud protective,’ Moore said. 

In the Register of Deeds Office, 
employees from title insurance 


companies will be able to study 
property records to make sure that 
there are no liens or other legal 
claims to property when it is being 
sold or transferred. 

“They’ll be able to do research at 
their home or office instead of com- 
ing in,’ Moore said. 

People who request copies of 
records will still have to come to the 
Crawford County Courthouse to 
pay fees, or accounts will be estab- 
lished for people who regularly 
research documents kept at the 
courthouse, 

Eventually, Moore said that cou- 
ples would be able to request a mar- 
riage license and it would be sent to

them. In addition, paperless trans- 
actions will be possible regarding 
property transactions. 

“The banks are really pushing for 
that,” she said. 

The county board agreed to pay 
for the upgrades rather than leasing 
the equipment. Moore will pay back 
into the county’s general fund over 
the next five years. She said she 
already has the first installment for 
the software and hardware on hand 
from fees charged for copies of doc- 
uments. 

“It’s going to be a good thing for 
the county and it’s a big step for- 
ward,” Moore said. “I tried to get 
the most for our money.”

Lovells Township set to 
celebrate 100th annive: rsary

Lovells Township will 
mark its 100th anniversary 
as a community this month. 

Lovells was named for 
Judge Louis Lovell, who 
was a judge of the eight 
judicial district. 

A petition for the division 
of Maple Forest Township 
was presented to the County 
Board of Supervisors on 
Jan. 4, 1912, because resi- 
dents in the Lovells area 
wanted to have their own 
representation for that por- 
tion of Crawford County. 
The petition, which was pre- 
sented by Joe Sins, was 
signed by 19 Maple Forest 
Township residents and 12 
residents from Lovells. It 
was printed and published 
in the Crawford County 
Avalanche, according to 
state statute. 

Jronically, current Lovells 
Township Supervisor Gary 
Neumann recently asked 
Clerk Cynthia Infante to 
check on when the township 
was established, After some 
quick research, they found 
that the township was soon 
nearing the century mark in 
the history books. 

The township will cele- 
brate the anniversary with 
cake and coffee at noon on 
Tuesday, Jan. 10, following 
the township board meeting 
scheduled for 10 a.m. 

“It was kind of last 
minute, but we will continue 
to celebrate the anniversary 
of the township throughout 
the year,” Infante said. 

George F. Owen was the 
first township supervisor, 
who took office on April 16, 
1912 and served until 1914. 

T.E. Douglas built a 
sawmill and store in 
Lovells. During peak pro- 
duction, he had 100 men 
working at the mil] and in 
the lumbering camps. 

The sawmill burned down 
twice and was rebuilt. 

“The lumberyard and 
barns were saved by heroic 
work of the mill crew and 
neighbors,” according to an 
article, published by the 
Avalanche. “The heat was 
intense, but willing hands 
and strong arms succeeded 
in keeping the fire from 
spreading.” 

The Douglas Hotel was 
built in 1916. T.E, Douglas 
was credited for helping 
Lovells change from a lum- 
bering town to a haven for 
fisherman and hunters. 
Notable businessmen such 
as Henry Ford, Harvey 
Firestone, John Horace 
Dodge and Charles Nash, all 
automobile pioneers, fre- 
quented Lovells to enjoy 
fishing and hunting. 

Later, hunting and fish- 
ing such as the Akron Club, 
Underhill Club, Dam Four, 
Big Creek Club and the 
North Branch Outing Club 
lined the banks on the 
AuSable River and its tribu- 
taries as sportsmen from all 
over the Midwest discov- 
ered Lovells as a sports- 
man's paradise. 

In 1909, Ed and Ernest 


Kellogg built the Lone Pine 
School House, which is now 
located next to the township 
hall and used as a museum 
by the Lovells Township 
Historical Society. 

During the early days, 
Lovells residents held box 
socials, when lunches were 
placed in a cardboard box 
and auctioned off to support 
a resident or a charity. 

Florence Kellogg Loftus 
recalled sharing a lunch she 
prepared with Clarence 
Stillwagon, an early settler 
and sawmill worker, who 
spearheaded the develop- 
ment of roads and bridges 
for the community. 

“I was probably [0 or 11 
years old, and = Mr. 
Stillwagon was a kid at 


‘heart, so we sat on the floor 


to eat,” Loftus recalled in a 
book called “Memories of 
Lovells, published by the 


Lovells Heritage Days 
Committee. “He made me 


laugh all the time we ate and 
I shall never forget it” 

Caid’s Grocery was 
opened by Edgar and Ruth 
Caid in (939, 

“Getting the business 
started was a community 
project,” according to an 
article published in the 
Avalanche. “A building bee 
consisted of neighbors and a 
contractor from Lewiston 
constructing the store in one 
day.” 

The shelves were stocked 
and gasoline was purchased 
in time for the opening day 
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Mackinac Island. 


of the hunting season. 

After World War II, more 
summer cabins were built 
around area lakes. K.P, Lake 
was named after an employ- 
ee in a Jogging camp. 

Camp cars, predecessors 


‘to mobile Homes, became 


fixtures around lakes during 
the summer months, — In 
1950 at Shupac Lake, land 
where rye was grown was 
converted into an airfield, 
which was used by several 
summer residents. 

Two civic clubs continue 
serving the Lovells commu- 
nity today. 

The Cheerful Givers Club 
started in 1930 with 12 
members. The ladies were 
asked by the county nurse to 
supply layettes for new 
babies in the county during 
the Great Depression, when 
little money was available to 
support newborns. The baby 
ilems were made from 
men’s white shirts, which 
were donated. The club also 
hosted bingo, square 
dances, Christmas dinners 
and harvest dinners. 

The Lovells Hook and

Rick Snyder’s first 
year in office generally have 
been positive, based upon 
his announced goals when 
he was elected and results so 
far. 

As a business professional 
and trained accountant, the 
new governor turned prima- 
ry attention to getting the 
state’s finances in order, or 
at least to set in motion pro- 
grams designed to accom- 
plish fiscal soundness. 

His inaugural address last 
January said it like this: 

“For the reinvention of 
Michigan going ahead, at a 
minimum, we need to com- 
mit to the four following 
objectives: No. 1.

We will 
create a bright future for our 
young people. And finally, 
we will do this together and 
not leave some behind.” 

Some plans he pushed 
into law indeed were bold, 
but it’s too soon to know 
whether they will help or 
hinder mecting his four stat- 
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Governor’s first year produced some thorns 


ed goals. 

Along the way, a lot of 
people and programs have 
been hurt, a fact reflected in 
Gov. Snyder’s lowered 
approval ratings for job per- 
formance. 

In my personal view, 
some parts of the first-year 
Snyder record are question- 
able at best and harmful at 
worst.

SHARING PAIN — The 
Snyder budget plan to 


relieve Michigan business of 
almost $2 billion in net tax 
payments, created an even 
bigger deficit for the state 
which led to heavy cuts in 
services, slicing aid to local 
schools and higher educa- 
tion, cutting revenue sharing 
to local governments, 
squeezing pensioners and 
state employees, adding tax 
burdens in a handful of per- 
sonal areas. 

If business taxes hindered 
job creation in Michigan 
and should have been made 
fairer, most of the lost rev-

Personally 1 have never 
accepted the premise that 
state taxes determine where 
business locates and where 
jobs are created. 

Such things as availability

Ten years ago Enron col- 
lapsed, bankrupting the sev- 
enth largest U.S. corpora- 
tion at the time and ripping 
away the mask from a mas- 
sive and damaging corpo- 
rate fraud. 

This is a good time to 
reflect on what happened a 
decade ago and how many 
of the misdeeds that led to 
Enron’s collapse are still far 
too prevalent today. We 
shouldn’t forget how the 
culture of Enron — built on 
outsized corporate pay, con- 
flicts of interest, tax eva- 
sion, financial engineering, 
and hidden debt ~ did so 
much harm to so many, and 
nearly brought the global 
economy to its knees. That 
culture is still too big a part 
of our financial system. 


The Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on 
Investigations, which | 
chair, released reports on 
the failure of Enron’s board 
members to safeguard 
shareholder interests; 


actions taken by major 
financial institutions to help 
Enron cook its books; and 
Enron’s use of financial 
engineering to make its 
financial results look better 
than they were, while evad- 
ing taxes. 

The findings we reached 
in the aftermath of Enron’s 
demise are worth keeping in 
mind as we consider our

Runaway executive pay.

Enron set the 
standard for outrageous 
CEO pay, and demonstrated

companies into ever-riskier 
_ schemes that endanger not 
just: ‘shareholders, but. the 
economy as a whole. S| 
Tax evasion,

reporting huge profits, 
Enron paid no taxes in four 
of its last five years and 
used tax scams and offshore 
shell entities to dodge pay- 
ing its fair share. Today, 
dozens of U.S. corporations 
use similar tactics not only 
to dodge Uncle Sam, but 
claim huge tax rebates. 
Enron was a catalyst for 


today’s corporate tax 
cheats. 

Corporate conflicts of 
interest. Enron’s chief 


financial officer profited by 
using his own company, 
LIM, to do deals with 
Enron to cook its books. 
Heedless of Enron’s exam- 
ple, banks such as Goldman 
Sachs and Citi fater set up 
synthetic securities, sold 
shares to clients, and profit- 
ed by betting against their 
own clients. Enron helped 
create a culture of corpora- 


tions failing to do right by — 


their clients. 

Accounting — conflicts. 
Enron’s accounting firm, 
Arthur Andersen, approved 
financial statements loaded 
up with fraud. Despite 
Enron’s cautionary tale, so 
did accountants for Madoff 
Securities, Olympus, and 
other firms that have col- 
lapsed in years since, dam- 
aging investors, consumers 
and market stability. Enron 
showed how accountants 
reliant on revenues from 
clients can be convinced to 
look the other way.

With fewer state dollars, 
local school districts are in a 
special bind, generally lim- 
ited to higher local property 
taxes as the only source for 
added revenue. 

Universities turn to higher 
tuition, risking the possibili- 
ty of putting college out of 
the financial reach of many 
families. 

Cuts to revenue sharing 
with local governments also 
hit close to home. Cities and 
counties agonize over how 
many police and fire fighters 
to let go. Again, the only 
remedy for more money for 
most local governments is 
higher local property taxes. 

Reorganization and effi- 
ciencies, of course, always 
are in order. Any organiza- 
tion always can get along 
with fewer dollars, but takes 
time and there is a limit 
there, too.

In 
response to Enron, the 
Sarbanes-Oxley Act banned 
multimillion-dollar corpo- 
tate loans to corporate 
insiders, forced CEOs to 
certify their internal finan- 
cial controls, and created 
new accounting oversight. 
Those changes helped curb 
Enron-style abuses. 
Congress continued the 
cleanup in 2010 with Wall 
Street reform legislation, 
but much more needs to be 
done. All of us should keep 
Enron in mind as financial 
regulators work to turn the 
law we passed into strong 
rules that can build new pro- 
tections for consumers and 
the economy.

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LEPC addresses plans for 
potential hazards for county

Three times over the last 
four years, huge wildfires 


’ have occurred in Crawford 


County resulting in dam- 
aged land, some destroyed 
structures but no loss of life. 

Four times a year, the 
Crawford County Local 
Emergency Planning 
Committee (LEPC) meets to 
address such hazards and 
goes through emergency 
response planning scenar- 
i0S. 
LEPCs were mandated 
when the Compressive 
Environmental Response, 
Compensation and Liability 
Act was enacted by 
Congress in 1980, to clean 
up the nation’s hazardous 
waste sites and to provide 
for emergency response to 
releases of hazardous sub- 
stances into the environ- 
ment. 

The Superfund 
Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act Title 
HI, signed into law in 1986, 
established the Emergency 
Planning and Community 
Right to Know Act, continu- 
ing the mandate of the plan- 
ning committees. 

LEPCs are involved in 
emergency planning, emer- 
gency release notification, 


hazardous chemical inven- 
tory and toxic release inven- 
tory. 

The emergency mandates 
covers 356 extremely haz- 
ardous substances as well as 
more than 700 listed haz- 
ardous substances subject to 
the emergency — release 
requirements. 

There are 89 LEPCs in 
Michigan, one for each of 
the 83 counties, as well as 
LEPCs for the cities of Ann 
Arbor, Detroit, Grand 
Rapids, Livonia, Romulus 
and Wayne. 

LEPCs are required to 
report any known chemical 
release to the U.S. Coast 
Guard National Response 
Center and the State 
Emergency Response 
Commission, which is part 
of the Michigan State 
Police. 

In Crawford County, 
plans have been completed 
for major manufactures and 
companies, including 
Frontier Communications, 
the Grayling Generating 
Station, Weyerhaeuser, 
Georgia Pacific and 
BreitBurn Energy, an oil 
and gas exploration firm. 
Each company has a repre- 
sentative on the LEPC, 

“If they have — any 
extremely hazardous sub- 


stances, we have to do plans 
for them,” said Larry Akers, 
the emergency manage- 
ment/911 = director —_ for 
Crawford County. “Our 
main goal is we have to 
develop these plans for any 
type of release or any type 
of onsite response by emer- 
gency services.” 

The committee also 
includes _ representatives 
from emergency manage- 
ment, Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, the Crawford 
County Transportation 
Authority, Crawford 
AuSable Schools, — the 
Health Department, EMS, 
Crawford County, Camp 
Grayling, agriculture, law 
enforcement and fire depart- 
ments. 

Over the last year, the 
LEPC finished developing a 
Community Wildfire 
Protection Plan, The hopes 


are that grants can be 
obtained from the 
Department of Natural 


Resources and U.S. Forest 
Service to help with the 
educational and fire preven- 
tion initiatives. Planners 
from the Northeast 
Michigan Council of 
Governments (NEMCOG) 
are currently finalizing the 
Firewise plans. 

The LEPC also got a 


house numbering ordinance 
established for the county, 
which requires homeowners 
to have address numbers on 
all major structures visible 
from the roadway or an 
address sign at the end of 
their driveway. 

“It’s just common sense,” 
Akers said. “If you need 
help, emergency responders 
need to be able to find you.” 

Currently, the LEPC is 
also working with NEM- 
COG to update a hazardous 
analysis plan, which must 
be updated every five years. 

“It’s a countywide plan 
for anything that can cause a 
hazard,” Akers said. “For us 
the top hazard is wildfire, 
but it also covers winter 
storms, transportation acci- 
dents and structure fires. It’s 
just a comprehensive plan 
that covers the entire com- 
munity.” 

Akers said LEPC mem- 
bers roll up their sleeves to 
plan for the welfare of 
Crawford County residents 
and visitors as well as in 
times when hazardous con- 
ditions exist in the area. 

“It’s a very proactive 
group and they are consci- 
entious of what they are 
doing for the county,” he 
said.

The Michigan Attorney General and 
Attorney Thomas Connolly, a defense attor- 
ney representing Lake State Railway, Inc., 
entered into a plea deal agreement to 
resolve a criminal case. Officials for Lake 
State Railway, Inc. of Saginaw entered a 
no-contest plea for a charge of Forests- 
Fires-Rule Violations, a 90-day misde- 
meanor which carries 90 days in jail and a 
$500 fine. A stiffer charge for Fires- 
Willfully-Setting-Forests, a 10-year felony 
which carrics a $10,000 fine, was dis- 
missed. Lake State Railway Inc. was 
accused of starting the April 24, 2008 wild- 
fire near the City of Grayling and another 
fire in Arenac County by operating a train 
engine that threw burning embers from the 
exhaust system because it was not equipped 
with standard safety equipment called spark 
arresters.

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, by a 5-to-2 vote, 
rescinded a motion passed unanimously in 
December prohibiting the sale and serving 
of alcoholic beverage between 7 a.m. and 
noon on Sundays. 

Approximately 150 skiers competed in 
the Cote Dame Marie Ski Loppet, a series 
of cross country ski races held at Hanson 
Hills Recreation Area, battling frigid tem- 
peratures and a course that was slow at first 
due to a fresh batch of snow. 

With just over three decades of providing 
public service to Lovells Township and the 
surrounding area, Fred Schaibly submitted 
his resignation to the Lovells Township 
Board, Schaibly served all of his time for 
the Lovells community as the township 
supervisor.

Blazers. Grayling won 60-12 vs. 
Cheboygan in the semifinals to earn a spot 
in the district championship round. 
Grayling won 57-24 vs. Kalkaska in the 
finals to clinch a district championship. The 
Vikings have now won four district titles in 
the last five years (2007, 2008, 2009, 2011). 
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Michigan Gov. Rick Snyder announced 
that the Shawono Center, which is located 
on Howes Lake Road about six miles west 
of Grayling, would potentially be closed to 
help cut a $45 billion state deficit budget 
over the next two years.

behind McCullough, sustained a concussion 
and the other soldiers were unharmed.

The contest, along with a pre-game spaghet- 
ti dinner, raised approximately $1,800 for 
Project Graduation. The dinner raised 
money through donations and the game 
raised money through admission, referee 
bribes, a penalty box, 50/50 drawing, and 
points purchased for the teams by fans. The 
seniors won the contest 146-144. ‘Project 
Graduation aims to provide a safe, super- 


vised event for seniors on graduation night. 
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Camp Grayling rolled out 
the camouflage carpet for 
Latvian President Valdis 
Zatlers to celebrate a part- 
nership that has lasted near- 
ly two decades and will 
continue on with the global 
‘War on terrorism.

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Dozens of community 
members, the Sisters of 
Mercy and health care offi- 
cials celebrated the 100th 
anniversary of Mercy 
Hospital Grayling. Initial 
health care in Grayling was 
provided above the Mac and 
Gidley’s Drug Store during 
the lumbering era. Lumber 
baron Rasums Hanson con- 
vened a committee of lum- 
berman and clergy to build a 
hospital as a legacy to the 
industry in 1910. A ground- 
breaking ceremony for the 
hospital took place on a 
five-acre sile located on 
North McClellan Street in 
August 1910. Hanson and 
Oscar Palmer, publisher of 
the Crawford County 
Avalanche, donated the 
property. In April 1911, the 
20-bed hospital was com- 
pleted at a cost of $25,000 

Alexis Sumner appeared 
on an Oprah Winfrey show 
focused on health, wellness 
and exercise.

The Crawford AuSable School District 
Board of Education approved the sale of the 
former Frederic Elementary School to 
Frederic Township so a community center 
could be established. The sale cut $68,000 
from the school district’s budget. The alter- 
native education program taught at the 
school was transferred to the Grayling High 
School. 

An 1880's logging sled returned to the 
Crawford County Historical Museum for 
the start of the tourism season, The sled was 
christened with a toast of sparkling pineap- 
ple juice after it was unloaded and assem- 
bled by Joe Duran, his son Michael Duran, 
members of the AuSable Fraternal Order of 
Police Lodge #189 and members of the 
Crawford County Historical Society’s 
Board of Directors. In 1988, police officers 
Tim Coe and Robert Butzin were engaged in 
a dive team practice exercise when they 
found the logging sled in Lake Margrethe. 

The Grayling Rotary Club agreed to give 
the Grayling Recreation Authority, which 
manages and operates the Hanson Hills 
Recreation Area, $2,000 to buy disc golf 
baskets, to build a second-disc golf course 
that will be easier to navigate and help oth-

The 
Memorandum of Understanding, signed at 
Kirtland Community College’s annual 
Kirtland’s Warbler Wildlife Festival, was a 
first step toward eventually removing the 
Kirtland’s warbler from the list of endan- 
gered and threatened species.

Wounded warriors, 
Army Lt. Col. Ed LaChanse 
and Spe. Bethany Wolf, who 
are both members of the 
Project Healing Waters pro- 
gram at Ft Belvoir, Va. spent 


a week fly fishing as guests 
of Jim Ottevaere, a Project 
Healing Waters sponsor, at 
his cabin on the Manistee 
River near Grayling. 
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A Michigan Court of 
Appeals decision may have 
dealt the final blow to a non- 
profit cat rescue operation 
in Beaver Creek Township. 
Michigan Court of Appeals 
Justices William C. 
Whitbeck, Jane E. Markey 
and Kirsten Frank Kelly 
upheld 46th Circuit Trial 
Court Judge Dennis F. 
Murphy’s ruling in a case 
between Delores Guay and 
Beaver Creek Township. 
Murphy ruled that Guay 
exhausted her right to 
appeal the decision of the 
Beaver Creek Township’s 
Planning Commission to the 
local court system. Guay 
started the Leaning Oaks 
Cat Haven in 2007. She 
obtained a Jicense to operate 
the facility through the 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture and gained non- 
profit status as a rescue 
operation. 

A group of Camp 
Grayling soldiers came to 
the aid of a local veteran 
after his garage, which has 
drawn visitors to the com- 
munity, was struck by a 
drunk driver. Art Thayer, a 
retired teacher and Navy 
veteran, covered his garage 
with expired license plates. 
Most of the license plates 
are from the State of 
Michigan, but as people 
learned of the garage, they 
gave him plates from other 
states to display on the 
structure, 

Andy Triebold and Steve 
Lajoie — a team that’s won 
the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon a total of four 
times — won the Spike’s 
Challenge C-2 race for the 
fourth consecutive time on 
Sunday.

Grayling City Council 
Member Dennis Robinson 
resigned from the council 
after he and his family 
moved to a home in 
Grayling Charter Township, 
which made him ineligible 
to serve. 

Crawford County voters 
supported millage issues to 
meet the needs of seniors as 
well as continue providing 
critical transportation needs 
for county residents. Voters 
passed a .4685 of a mill 
renewal for the Crawford 
County Commission on 
Aging (COA) by a 1,057 
yes to 305 no vote. The 
millage funds pay for oper- 
ating the Grayling Senior 
Center and providing pro- 
grams and services. Voters 
also passed a .2500 of a mill 
increase to fund COA oper- 
ations, programs and ser- 
vices by an 830 yes to 517 
no vote. The millage pro- 
posals are for five years. 
Voters gave a thumbs up to 
a .7027 mill renewal for the 
Crawford County 
Transportation Authority by 
a 1,071 yes to 295 no vote. 

The Grayling City 
Council unanimously 
passed a motion directing 
city officials to enter into a 
purchase agreement for two 
parking lots. The property 
was owned by Bill Gannon, 
who owns and operates 


Gannon Broadcasting. 
Gannon ‘also owns the 
Dawson and Steven’s 


1950’s Classic Diner and 
The Bottle Cap Museum, 
Bear’s Den Pizzeria, 
Growler’s Pub Pizza and 
Brew and the Chief 
Shoppenagon’s Motor 
Hotel. The Jots the city pur- 
chased included property 
behind the Chief 
Shoppenagon's Motor Hotel

He 
also credited the Michigan 
National Guard for being 
there for the funeral ser- 
vices for the late First Lady 
Betty Ford in Grand Rapids. 
She was laid to rest beside 
her husband President 
Gerald Ford. 

Gov. Rick Snyder hosted 
a business round table in 
conjunction with Sen, John 
Moolenaar, R-Midland, and 
Rep. Peter Pettalia, R- 
Presque Isle, at the Ramada 
Inn of Grayling to get input 
from local governmental 
officials, community lead- 
ers and business owners. 
Snyder updated the audi- 
ence about his first six 
months in office, his plans 
for the rest of the year and 
fielded questions. 
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The service of seven Civil 
War Veterans, laid to rest in 
the Elmwood Cemetery, 
was honored as part of The 
Crawford County, Histoncal 
Society’s. fourth annual 
Elmwood Cemetery. Walk. 
The Crawford ‘County 
Historical Society chose to 
highlight the history of 
Civil War veterans buried in 
the Elmwood Cemetery. It 
was the 150th anniversary 
from when the War 
Between the States began. 

The Forgotten Eagles of 
Michigan Chapter Three, a 
veterans support organiza- 


tion, paid a visit to the 
American Legion Memorial 
in front of the Crawford 
County Courthouse, as part 
of its Ride Around 
Michigan. 

Eric Tunney, a physical 
education teacher and assis- 
tant football coach at 
Grayling High School, was 
appointed to serve as the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District’s new athletic direc- 
tor. Tunney, who was in his 
third year with the school 
district, took over for Tim 
Sanchez, who served for 
four years as athletic direc- 
tor. Sanchez, the head foot- 
ball coach at GHS, is now 
the assistant principal for 
the high school. 
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Crawford County 
Emergency planners and 
firefighting officials formal- 
ized an educational effort to 
help save homes and pre- 
vent wildfires from occur- 
ring in Crawford County. 
The hopes were that grants 
could be obtained from the 
Department of Natural 
Resources and U.S. Forest 
Service to help with the 
educational and fire preven- 
tion initiatives. 

The Mercy Hospital 
Grayling Auxiliary pledged 
to donate $100,000 to the 
hospital for improvements 
to the inpatient areas and 
rooms. The project includes 
renovation and new patient 
care equipment, Computer 
work stations will be added 
to patient rooms, which will 
allow fuller use of the elec- 
tronic medical record at the 
patient’s bedside. 

On July 7, Grayling resi- 
dent Ray Kehr turned 94 
years old with a birthday 
celebration at his home. At 
the celebration, the Navy 
Seabee Veterans of America 
accepted Kehr as a lifetime 
member. The Civil Engineer 
Corps also planned to place 
a‘ customized ‘brick ‘at ' the 
U.S. Navy Seabee Museum 
in Port Hueneme, Calif. ‘to 
honor Kehr’s service during 
World War II. The museum 
is part of Naval Base 
Ventura County. = Jeri 
Selthoffer, president of the 
American Legion Auxiliary 
Post #106, presented Kehr 
with a framed certificate, 
naming Kehr as the Post’s 
Honored Veteran for 
2011/2012, 
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A double whammy of powerful storms 
left hundreds of Grayling residents without 
power. The first storm whipped through the 
area around midnight on Wednesday, Aug. 
24, dousing the community with heavy rain- 
fall. The second storm, which caused the 
power outage, came through around 3:30 
a.m. and lit up the nighttime sky with bolts 


of lightning. 
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The Frederic Township Fire Department 
and EMS recognized Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputies Jason Alexander and 
Michael Gammicchia with life saving 
awards. The deputies were the first on the 
scene on June 23 at the Gates AuSable 
Lodge, where a woman had gone into full 
cardiac arrest. The deputies brought the 
woman back to life using an AED before 
Frederic Township EMS arrived at the 
scene. Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield was also recognized for equip- 
ping all police cars with AEDs. 

Sixty-six years after the end of World War 
Il, Camp Grayling soldiers presented a 
Higgins Lake veteran with his medals and 
other awards. Maj. Gen. Jerry Cannon, an 
assistant adjutant general for the Michigan 
Army National Guard, Lt. Col. Mike 
MacNamara and Mst. Sgt. Troy Herblet pre- 
sented Robert E. Alexander, 89, with a half 
dozen medals and awards he earned during 
his World War II service. Cannon pinned the 
Purple Heart and the Bronze Star on 
Alexander’s shirt. Alexander also received 
the Philippines Liberation Medal, World 
War Il Victory Medal, Pacific Campaign 
Medal and Philippines Republic 
Presidential Unit Citation Badge. 

The Crawford AuSable School District 
Board of Education agreed to fund the 
school resource officer with an extra $9,000 
to meet the $27,000 match that the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
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pledged toward the position. The county 
board, at its August monthly mecting, 
pledged $27,000 to pay for half of the salary 
to keep Deputy Chase Barnett as the school 
resource officer. 
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A Grayling couple learned the signift- 
cance of a 1760's era cannonball manufac- 
tured and used by British soldiers that were 
later given to Native Americans and consid- 
ered a coveted possession. In 1999, Jeri and 
Dick Selthoffer were excavating for con- 
struction of a retaining wall at their home 
located on the southeast side of Lake 
Margrethe. While completing the job, Dick 
unearthed a round, very heavy ball. After 
some research, Selthoffer learned that the 
ball was a four-shot British cannonball. 
After being replaced, the cannonballs were 
given to Native Americans as Her Majesty's 
gifts in exchange for information on French 
troop movements. 

Dozens of area citizens attended the 9/11: 
A Service of Remembrance and Healing to 
mark the 10th anniversary of the Sept. I1 
terrorist attacks and the lives lost, on the 
lawn at Citizens Bank lawn. Kyle Schmidt, 
a Graying High School junior, played the 
reprise of taps after a Camp Grayling rifle 
squad fired a 21-gun salute. Jack Fellows, a 
bagpiper from the Grand Traverse Pipes and 
Drums Band, concluded the ceremony by 
playing “Amazing Grace.” 

The AuSable Artisan Village Gallery dis- 
played a painting done by Terry Dickinson, 
the president of the AuSable Artisan Village 
Board of Directors, to commemorate the 
10th anniversary of the 9/11 terrorist attacks 
on the nation. Dickinson was painting at 
Kirtland Community College when the ter- 
rorist attacks occurred. A couple of weeks 
later, artists came together to process the 
tragedy and painted images featured from 
top newspapers and magazines, Dickinson’s 
painting featured Father Mychal F. Judge, a

Roman Catholic priest of the Franciscan 
Order of Friars Minor and Chaplain of the 
Fire Department of New York, who was the 
first certified fatality of the Sept. 11, 2001 
attacks. 

Grayling brothers Chris and Casey 
Keefer set 0° ; to survive 30 days in Alaska’s 
backcountry in the Sportsman Channel orig- 
inal production, Dropped: Project Alaska 
presented by Realtree. The Keefers were 
dropped on Sept. 1 by a river in a remote 
part of Alaska where they pitted their skills 
as hunters, woodsmen and anglers against 
an unforgiving landscape. 
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Col. Erich Randall assumed the responsi- 
bilities of commanding the Camp Grayling 
Joint Maneuver Training Center. A change 
of command ceremony was held, when 
duties were transferred from Col. Ron 
Latuszek, of Grayling, to Randall. Latuszek, 
who was the camp commander for the last 
three years, was assigned a position at the 
Michigan National Guard Joint Force 
Headquarters in Lansing. 

The Ladies Auxiliary of VFW Post #3736 
Grayling delivered 17 backpacks filled with 
school supplies to the Crawford AuSable 
Primary School as part of the VFW’s Back 
Pack Mania program. A dozen Auxiliary 
members donated $100 of their personal 
money to buy the backpacks and school sup- 
plies. 

More than 100 soldiers from the 
Michigan National Guard’s, 1-147th Air 
Assault Battalion returned after a yearlong 
deployment in Iraq..The soldiers logged 
more than 17,000 combat flying hours in 30 
helicopters during their mission. The pilots 
moved supplies and personnel around the 
country. Chief Warrant Officers-2 Keil 
Clough and Trevor Clough from Grayling, 
sons of Diane and Art Clough, conducted 
500 combat flying hours during the mission.
